.Avarice, the' •co', is a coii'laiit eleiiicm of human nature, and 
they jirocectl to I nild up what Ihcv fiadishlv call "a science" of hu¬ 
man affairs upon this one single element. They ignore the second ele¬ 
ment. "The rlesirr of progress,"-anil the only eonchision we can come 
to, after reading I'.eir stupid books and sbalUiw articles, is the conclu¬ 
sion that they recocmze avarice, that is, love s‘f iiioiiry, as the niling 
pa.ssion of maiikiii l 

This assumpiion 'of the economists is due to ignorance, to the 
densest ignorance of the, human nature which tliev- tell us we have 
failrtl to study. 

Political ecoif iny is a science of huinaii affairs. Every science 
which professes to Ik- a science of Ininiaii affairs, nuisl Iw built ujxin 
an estimate of huitian nature. If it is luiilt u|kiii a false conception of 
human nature, the science is a success. 

Now the politiial economy of our opja-nents is built upon a false 
conception of nuni.m nature. In the first jilace. it recognizes only one 
motive, which is sheer'folly. In the second'place, it assumes that the 
strongest motive i- avarice, which is nninte. 

These flaws are due to the fact that the founders and ujilxdders 
of this system of grah and greed arc men who have never possessed 
cither the capacity, nr the opportunity for stiiilying human nainre. 
Mere Ixiokmcn. scliiKiI-nien. biisiness-mcn, and logic-chiqipcrs can 
never be authoritie- on human natitre. Tlte great authorities on hu¬ 
man nature are the i>>i|s. the novelists, the artists, and t^ men whose 
lives and labors bring them into tiailv contact with their fellow crea¬ 
tures. 

The only sch'» l for the study of. human nature Ls the world. The 
only tcxt-lxxiks are the works of men -like Sliakespeare, lingo, Ger- 
vantes, Sterne, and other students who Irarnrd in tliat scliool. 

But the effectual study of hiunaii nature dcniauds from liie stu¬ 
dent a vast fund of love anil sympathy. You will never get admitted

Human life depends upon food, 
clothing aiM shelter. Only when 
these are assured are freedom, cul¬ 
ture and higfaer hninan development 
possible. To produc* food, cloth- 
uig and shelter, land and madiinery 
are needed. Lud by itself does not 
satisfy human needs. Human labor 
raw materials and food out of 
the soil by creating machinery and 
using it upon the land. Whoever 
has control of land and machinery 
has control of human labor, and 
with it of human life and liberty. 

Today the machinery and the 
land used for industrial porpe^ 
are owned by a rapidly decreasing 
minority. So long as machinery is 
simple and easily handled by one 
man, it does not make hs owners so 
powerful that they can dominate 
the sources of life of others. But 
when machinery becomes more and 
more complex and expensnre, and 
requires for its effective operation 
the organized effort of many 
workers, its influence reaches over 
wider and wider cirdes of life. 
The owners of such machinery be¬ 
come the dominant class. 

TtM Msisri in gnbisetioa. 

In proportion as the number of 
such machine owners compared to 
all other classes ,decreasqs, their 
power in the nation and in the 
world increases. They bring ever 
lar«r masses of working people 
ana«' their coiitrol, reduang them 
to the point where muscle and brain 
are tbar only productive property. 
Millions of formerly self-employing 
workers thus become the helpless 
wage slaves of the industrial mav 
teri. 

The more the ec on omic power of 
the ruling clasr grows, the less~ast-- 
fttl does It become in the life of the 
natioD. The overwhelming bnik of 
the useful work of the nation falls 
upon the shoulders of the classes 
that either have no other productive 
ptoperty but their manual and men¬ 
tal labor power—the wage workers 
-^ir that have but little land and 
tittle effective machinery outside of 
their labor power —the small trad¬ 
ers and small faiTncrs. The rnliilg 
minority is steadily becoming use¬ 
less and parasitic 

A bittn struggle over ffra £vl- 
of - ibe products of labor is 
wsged between the exploiting prop- 
crtM classes on the one hand and 
the exptohed, propertylrai class on 
the other. Jn this struggle the wage 
working class esnnot expect so^ 
qostc rcUef from soy reform of the 
prescst order or from the doau-l 
nnnt eitss of sociefy. 

The wage wotkars arc therefore 
the most detsnninad tad irreetm- 
ciablc so ti geaf Mi at & raW 
They an aia» Bh iM whin 


suffers most from the curse of class 
rule. The fact that a small number 
of capitalists is pcnnitled to use all 
the country’s tcsoiirres and social 
tools for their fndiridual profit, and 
to make the production of the nec¬ 
essaries of our lives the object of 
dieir competitive private enterprises 
and speculations, is at the bottom 
of alt the social evils of our time. 

Modtra Indcttry PIsnIrts. 

In spite of the organiralion of 
trusts', pools and com'iiinations, the 
capitalists are Mwcriess to regu¬ 
late production mr social ends. In¬ 
dustries are hugely conducted in a 
planless manner. Tlirough periods 
of feverish tctivit.v the strength and 
health of the workers ire merci¬ 
lessly undermined, and during peri¬ 
ods of enforced idleness the work¬ 
ers are frequently reduced to star¬ 
vation. 

The cKmaxes of this chaotic tys-. 
tern of production are the regularly 
recurring indtistrial depressions 
and crises which paralyse the nation 
every fifteen or twenty years. 

In its mad-and reckless race for 
profits the capitalist class is bound 
to <*xploit the workers to tlte very 
limit of their amturaiice and to sac¬ 
rifice their physical, mural and men¬ 
tal welfare to its ow>n insatiable 
greed. Capitalisir. keeps the masses 
of workingmen in poverty, destitu¬ 
tion, physical exlianstion and igno¬ 
rance. It drags their wives trom 
their homes to the mill and factory. 
It snatches their children from the 
playgrounds and ’chcols and grinds 
their slender bodies and unformed 
minds into cold di'Hirs. It wanton¬ 
ly disfigures, maims tnd kills hun¬ 
dreds of thcnisands of svorkingmen 
anmalty in mine’, on railroads and 
in factories. It dnves inillbns of 
workers into Tthe ranks of the un¬ 
employed and-forces large numbers 
of them into bqggary, vagrancy and 
an forms of crime and vice. , 
PubUc Imsffigmes CorrupteiL 
. To niaiotain tlicir rule over their 
feflow men, the capitalists :iusl 
keep in their psiy all organs of the 
public powers, public mind and pub¬ 
lic conscience. They control the 
dominatmg paZfick and, through 
them, the deeied 'public officuls. 
They ' select our executives, bribe 
our legislatmet and eprrupt our 
cooita of jnillce. They own and 
censor the mss. They sway our 
educational mwiMtiqns. They own 
the natioa poBKcatly and intrllec- 
lualty just aa ttbey own it indua- 
trMy. 

The itnmk between wage 
worke r s and capitalists grows ever 
fiereer, and hm becotnc the only 
vital bane hi^re the American 
people. Tht'wage-worfcii^ dass, 
tfaarefore, hap the most vm and I 


: direct interest in abolisliing the 
capiulist system. But in abolishing 
the present system, the workingmen 
will free not only their own claxs, 
blit also all other classes of modern 
society; The small farmer, who is 
today exploited by large capital 
more indirectly but not less effec¬ 
tively than is the wage laborer; the 
small mamifactiirrr and trader, who 
is engaged in a desperate and losing 
struggle for economic indepetidrnce 
in the face of the all-conquering 
power of eoneentrated capital; and 
even the capitalist himself, who is 
the slave of hit wealth rallKr ilian 
its master. The stniggle of the 
: working class against tlie capifali«t 
I class, while it is a claK stniggle. is 
thus at the same time a stniggle for 
the aholition of alt classes and class 
privileges. 

Conquer tbn folitkal Powst. 

The private ownership of the 
land 'and means of production used 
for .exploiutioii, is the rock upon 
which class rule is built; political 
government is its indispensable in¬ 
strument. The wage-tszorkers can¬ 
not be freed from exploitation with, 
out conquering the political power 
■ltd substitutinjj collective and dem¬ 
ocratic 'administration for private 
ownership of the land and the 
means of production used for ex¬ 
ploitation. 

_ The basis for siKh transforma¬ 
tion is rapidly developing within 
the very Jxisoni of present capitalist 
^iety. The factory system, with 
rt* irnmense machinery and minute 
dhrision of labor, is rapidly destroy¬ 
ing all .vestiges of individual pto- 
dnct'ion in manufacture. Modern 
production is already very.Iargety 
a collective and social process, while 
the great trusts and monopolies 
which have sprung ap in recent 
yrars have had the effect of organ- 
izing the work and managcinent of 
tome of our main industries on a 
national scale, and fitting them for 
national use and operation. 

An End to Class Rule 

In the struggle for freedom the 
iaterests of the workers of all na¬ 
tions are identical.

and Silver Workers of Columbus, 
Oh^ haw sent out the folloannK 
notification tp ori^ized labor and 
its friends, concerning the Ameri* 
can Cashilegister Co., of tliat city: 

About the first of the present year, 
die polishers and buffers employed by 
this firm were indneed to reduce'the 
time limit on all work one>third. This 
was done by doing away with some 
of the {^radons on work; and at the 
same thne trymg to avoid trouble. 
This firm heartily agreed and claimed 
they were perfectly satisfied ap until 
May of Chu year, when a ManutactoT' 
ers* AssoctaUoo specialist, in reducing 
costs and tocreaifing the output of 
shop. g<»t his screw busy on trying 
to slilt farther reduce Che coat in the 
factory. The scheme they tried was 
the premiiim system. Stop-watches 
were used on the men to time them 
on each job and the new time limit 
was gut on each piece,, the cost per 
piece-IS then figured oat; then for all 
work done above the day’s task the 
men divide up with the hrm. that is, 
they get 50 per cent of their earn¬ 
ings.' This Has nrn much of an in- 
ducement to the men to work their 
heads off. as they were doing a fair 
day’s work, according to the prc^*io«S| 
statement of the firm; ihcreiore, we 
did not go after any premium money. 
For this wc were locked ont on June 
5th. 

Since we have been locked oat all 
honorable means have been eshauMed 
to bring ab^mt an amicable settlement 
^ the. state boarff of arbii ration, the 
Culumbu» Federation of labor and 
onr ititeriutiooal union.
